SCENES OF THE INDIAN WARS. 

It was during the bloody contests bet-veen the 
English and French in 1690, the scenes of which 
were the great forests of America and the rude 
settlements of the early colonists, that the Count 
de Frontenac fitted out three several expeditions 
against New York and New England, the ob- 
jects of which were te carry fire and sword into 
every town and village which could be entered. 
He found himself obliged to plan these systems 
of attack upon the country south of the French 
possessions, to keep his restless countrymen 
employed, and to revive their drooping spirits.— 
The exchange of the sunny regions of France 
for the bleak shores of the St. Lawrence and 
the great Jakes, was but little calculated to give 
them an idea of future comfort, and the conse- 
quences of their discontent might have been of 
great importance. ; 

A party of one hundred and fifty Frenchmen, 
with as many Indians from the northern coast of 
Lake Champlain, were sent out against the vil- 
lage of Schenectady, and they left Montreal in 
the midst of February. 

The people of Schenectady, at that time, be- 
lieved themselves to be in perfect security, 
though they had heard of a party of the Indians 
who were on the road and not many miles off.— 
They thought however that it was impracticable 
for any body of forces to be marching through 
the country at that season of the year, because 
it was unusually cold, and the snow lay over the 
whole face of the territory at an immense depth. 
Their conjectures were not made without. rea- 
son, for they knew well that no baggage-wagons 
or stores of provisions could be brought across 
the wildernesses, which were hardly passable in 
the summer. The trutk was that De Herville’s 
men came through the forests without tents or 
any food, except what they carried on their backs 
or met with on the route. Whea they encamped 
at night, they dug through the snow tu the 
ground, spread hemlock, fir, or pine boughs for 
their couches, built large fires in the centre, and 
slept under the shelter of the banks which they 
liad piled up in clearing away an opening in the 
centre. 

The evening before Schenectady was taken, 
several Indians were seen skulking about, and a 
hatchet, which one of them had dropped, was 
found near a log house in the outskirts of the 
village. There were some apprehensions of 
danger, but yét not a single man could be found 
willing to stand guard through the night—for 
the inhabitants were all afraid of freezing to 
death, or of being shot at while on duty, or of 
seeing the devil—or of something quite as hor- 
rible. 

Aecordingly the place was found to contain 
no difficulties of access. Distressed with the 
length-of their journey, many of them with fro- 
zen feet end hands, and all nearly famished, 
the enemy advanced to the very heart of the 
town without being discovered. ‘Then pealed 
forth the wart whoop. The houses were broken 
opes; men, women and children, naked, and 
in cold blood, were murdered without a mo- 
ment’s preparation, and the dwellings set on 
fire, amid the howls and yells of a foe whose 
purest delight was in the witnessing of devasta- 
tion. Those who escaped, did so by running al- 
most without an article of clothing to the woods, 
where they hid themselves till the first fury of 
the attack was over; suffering every agony which 
mortal fleeh is subject to, not only by their expo- 
sure to the inclemency of the season, but in 
witnessing the destruction of their homes, and 
in listening to the dying shrieks of mothers and 
husbands and children. 

After cutting the throats and dashing out the 
brains of seventy victims, and securing thirty 
more as prisoners, the foe retreated homewards, 
loading the captives with something for suste- 
nahcg on the way. 

The flames were extinguished by Gaylight, 
and those who ventured to return to their once 
peaceful abodes, found them as silent and as 
gloomy as the place of graves. With heavy 

earts and loud lamentations they began to ga- 
ther up a few of their Prag yscs with the inten- 
tion of departing speedily to some city of refuge. 
But on the thied "aay after, the period ts or 
they had fixed upon to commence their journey, 
a party of the friendly Mohawke came hurryin 
into the eentral square, and after a little consu 
tation one body of them departed in pursuit of 
the enemy, while a few of the older chiefs re- 
mained behind to comfert the mourners and 
lend them such assistance as they might stand 
in need of. The elders of Schenectady were re- 
quested by the ipal Sachesmof the Mohawks, 
to call their fellow citizens together in the great 
Council hall, which had escaped the fury of the 
confta jon, that he might address them, 
through his interpreter. With heavy hearts and 
in speechless grief they obeyed the bidding of 
their magistrates, and gathered together like 
the few survivors of a shipwreck. . 

The Indian rose up in the midet of them. He 
was Very tall and erect, and before he commen- 
coed bie speech, be threw back the folds of his 
blanket and extended his right arm in-s mammer 
that gave him that lordly appearance which we 
see in some of the finest pieces of classic statua- 


ry 

There was a deep stiliness in the large hall, 
and after casting his eyes around him, he thes

“ The Frenchmen have deceived us and you. 
Five moons ago, they sent messengers with the 
white flag in their hands, and the talk of peace 
upon their lips, but their thoughts were of war. 
They did so before, in the country of the Sene- 
cas. This is the second time that they have 
done a great wrong. But we will not forget it. 
They have broken open our house at both ends; 
once, far towards the home of the sun, ( pointing 
te the west,) and again, here, where we now 
stand. But we hope to have revenge. One 
hundred brave Mohawks are now upon their 
track. They are our young warriors. Their 
feet are like the elks’ feet—swift, and very sure. 
Their shoulders are strong, like the shoulders of 
the buffalo. Their hatchets are as keen as the 
sharp north west wind, and their eyes are ea- 
gies’ eyes. They will follow the Frenchmen to 
their doors. Not a man in Canadashall dare to 
cross his threshold for a stick of wood. But 
mow we gather up our dead to bury them, by 
this second belt. 

** Brethren! We must watch carefully, lest 
other mischief come upon us. Let us sleep but 
little, and when we lay down, let our quivers be 
full of arrows, our bows all strung, and our 
hands upon the handles of our knives.— We 
give you eye-water, to make you sharp-sighted 
with this third belt. 

We are in the house where we have often met 
to renew our chain, but the house has blood up- 
on its walls, and its door way is polluted. He 
are come to wash up the blood, and clean the 
house, by this fourth belt. 

** Brethren! We are strong. Do not fear the 
enemy, for we are ready to join with you. Our 
chain is a strong chain, it is a silver chain, and 
cannot rust nor be broken. Do not pack up to 
go away. This will but make the Freachnen 
laugh. We do not mean to forsake you, now 
that you are.in trouble. We are of the race of 
the bear, and the bear never yields, while one 
drop of his blood is left. We must all be bears. 
Very soon, when the trees begin to bud, and the 
bark can be parted from trees, our hunters will 
return from the far country, and then we shall 
be a great band of fighting men, ready to fight 
your battles. 

** Brethren! be patient. This evil which has 
come on you is a heavy one, but there will soon

at From a Corresporgent at that Port. 
Monte Vipxo, Serer. 21, 1828. 

‘* My Dear Sirx,—l last addressed you from 
Rio, since which, good fortune has directed my 
footsteps this way, and it is to my unlooked for 
detention here, waiting a conveyance to Rio, 
‘that you are indebted for this epistie. . 

** The site of Moate Video is uncommonly 
beautiful, having a graceful slope three quarters 
of a circle towards the River, whose waters 
nearly wash the city walls. The summit of the hill 
commands a side view,—to the East as far as 
the Island of Flores, and a sweep of the eye 
southward to west, takes in a sheet of smooth 
water, sparkling in the sunbeams, with here and 
there a dot of canvass dancing over its glassy 
surface, hastening to or from the harbor. 

“ Running in from sea the city presents @ very 
pretty appearance; the declivity seaward shows 
you at a view nearly the whole of it. The 
. buildings being pretty regular in height, and flat 
roofed, furm tesrates from the base to the sum- 
mit of the hill, which is crowned by the Cathe- 
dral, whose dome and steeples make a very 
pretty point, and upon the whole the effect is 
very fine; but it is a miserable deception, for on 
landing we find the city any thing but what it 
should be. It is regularly laid out in squares, 
but the streets are in a wretched predicament, 
acarcely passable for a carriage, of which by 
the way there are but one or two in the place. 
The buildings are low, have no external beauty, 
and are many of then in a dilapidated state.— 
The circumstance of a frame of iron bars pro- 
jecting from the windows, suggests at once the 
idea ef Spanish jealousy, which probably was 
the origin of them, but no where are they less 
necessary for that purpose than in Monte Video, 
where the ladies are always accessible, and 
where foreigners are received with as much free- 
dom and hospitality as in any part of the world. 
This is more particularly true with regard to 
Americans, who are much caressed, and the at- 
tentions paid them make them almost forget the 
land of their homes, and entirely to lose sight of 
the differences of religion and janguage, which 
latter we seem to catch intuitively, after a little 
intercourse with them. You must be aware that 
it is not a trife which can thus overcome early 
impressions and prejudices, and indeed it is not, 
for the ladies are very fascinating, are in gene- 
ral handsome, and some of them very beautiful 
and accomplished. Unfortumately they are 
teo much enamoured with dancing, without

They are always 
ready for a retreat or advance, being unincum- 
bered with camp equipage or provisions—their 
Pauncho being a substitute for tent and bedding, 
and the flesh of wild cattle, which are abundant, 
satishes all their desires for food—such a soldiery 
are not to be subdued by all the force the Em 
ror can bring against them—the moment Gis 
troops advance in‘o the country, they are hem- 
med in—all communicationé and resources are 
cut off, and they are obliged to retrograde, so 
that they can hold no position unapproachable 
by water.

This decision was placed 
by them upon the ground that the constitution,

be the supreme law of the land; they therefore 
held that, when any State constitution or law 
came, in their opinion, into conflict with what 
was declared to be the supreme law, that which 
was sot supreme most yield to that which was;

concurrence of five members of the Court. This, 
ie, indeed, a question of more-or less, and upon 
which it is admitted that it eannot-be predicated 
with absolute certaigty, that any Seca 
aureber iz the proper one; but they offer to 
the House some of the prominent considerations 
which have induced them to decide in favour of 
the number five. 

. It will be recollected, that, in controversies’ 
originating m the State Courts, a question con- 
cerning the valitlity of a State law, or Constite- 
tien, eannet be brought before the Supreme 
Court of the United States. uatil it shall have 
been adjudicated by the highest State tribunal, 
nor ualess the decwion of that tribunal shall 
have been in favor of its validity. Before, then, 
the Supreme Court can pass such a ques- 
tion, in any case, the validity of the law, or Con- 
stitution, as the case may be, must have receiv- 


ed the most authoritetive stam a 
4n the State in which it arose. Irie te to the 
validity of a law, it must have been approved of 
by both the branches ofthe Legisiature;.:f it 
relate to that of a Constitution, it must have been 
approved of by the People of the State, in the 
exercise of their sovereign ipower, in their pri- 
mary assembly, asa Convention; and it must, in 
controversies originating ia Btate Courts, also 
have been decided in favour of,. by the Court of - 
dernier resort in the State. In this posture of 
the subject, if a bare majority of the Supreme 
Court of the United States should decide against 
the validity, the State, whose Constitution, or 
law, was thus nullified, can scarcely acquiesce 
without a murmar, especially when it is consi- 
dered, that, besides the coneurring ap tion 
of its Convention or Legislature, and its Judi- 
ciary, it might be sustained by that also of the 
three remaining members of the Court, and when 
it is remembered, too, that the question must 
always be, whether the State has, or has not, 
transcended the limits of its reserved rights, 
growing out of its compact with another party, 
to wit: the Federal Government, and that the 
Supreme Court of the United States are the tri- 
bunal of that other party. The concurrence, 
thon, of a greater number than a bare majority 
of that tribunal will tend to produce a greater 
spirit of acquiescence, to quiet heart-burnings, 
and thus add a strong cement to that Union 
— we all desire to be indissoluble and per- 
tual. 

Nor is the selection of the number five at all 
an arbitrary ome, as might possibly at the first 
view be sup The Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States, in several instances, where the sub- 
ject is important, requires the concurrence of 
two-thirds of the body called upon to act in rela- 
tiga to it. Thus, an amendment to itself cannot 
even be osiginated without the concurrent vote 
of two-thirds of both Houses of Congress, or the 
application of two-thirds of the several States. 
Thus, too, a treaty cannot be ratified without 
the concurring vote of two-thirds of the Sena- 
tors present. But there is another provision of 
that instrument which bears a much closer ana- 
logy to the present question, because it.has re- 
ference to a judicial tribunal; it is that which de- 
clares that, in case of impeachment, no person 
shall be convicted without the @oncurrence of 
two-thirds of the members of the Senate present. 
It will at once be seen by the House that the 
number five is as near as may be to that propor- 
tion of the whole Court. 

Nor can the Committee ‘perceive any well- 
founded objection to the requisition of more than 
a bare majority; because they hold it to be a 
sound principle, that the successive approbation 
of the Convention or Legislature of a State, and 
then of its highest judicial tribunal, ought, at 
least, to prevent the nullification of a constitu- 
tion or law in every case of doubtful character, 
and indeed in every case in which its incompati- 
bility with the supreme law was not clear, be- 
yond any rational doubt; and in cases of this 
latter class, it can scarcely be doubted but that 
five of the Judges would perceive that incompa- 
tibility, and, perceiving it, declare it by their 
decision. Upon the whole view of the subject, 
the Committee are of opinion that it is but a 
reasonable safe-guard to the reserved rights of 
the States, to provide that they shall not be de- 
clared to have passed beyond them, without the 
concurrence of five Judges of that Government, 
whose own tribunal is deciding apon its own 
powers; and, in conformity with these views, 
they herewith report a bill. ' 


We published a notice of. the riot in Dover, 
New Hampshire, which was raised by the female 
operatives in the cotton manufactories at that 
place—their numbers were from six to eight 
hundred.

3d. No person can be allowed to leave work, 
without permission from their Overseer. 

No talkiog can be permitted while at work, 
except on business. 

Spirituous ‘Liquor, Smoking, nor eny kind of 
amusement will be allowed in the Work-shops, 
Yards, or Factories. 

4th. To preserve the present high character of 
our profession and give the enemies of Domestic 
Manufactures no cause of exultation, a strictly 
moral conduct is required from every one. Gam- 
bling, Drinking, or any other debaucheries will 
procure the immediate aud disgracful dismissal 
of the individual. 

5th. Self-respect, it is expected, will induce 
every one to be as constant in attendance on 
some place of Divine Worship, as circumstances 
will permit. 

6th. All those that faithfully perform their du- 
ty, have prevented as far as possible the waste 
or destruction of the Company’s property, and 
wish to leave their employ, may, by giving four- 
teen days’ notice of their intention, receive a 
certificate that they were regularly discharged 
at their own request. 

7th. Those who take jobs will be considered 
as overseers of the persons employed by them, 
and eubject to these Rules.
